All my life, I have wanted to 
meet her, she is (as yon know) like 
myself deaf-blind. Unfortuiialely 
I have never siiooeeded in olitain- 
ing an Interview with her until last 
night. 

Mrs. Cureton had made an ap- 
poiut merit with her tu meet me at the 
clo.se of her program at the Victory 
Theatre. But on investigating Mrs. 
C. found that every seat in the house 
had tieen taken I I must confess 
that 1 telt quite downcast fearing 
that I WHS again to lie disppointed 
in meeting Miss Keller. Fortu¬ 
nately Mrs Curetou’s kind neigh- 
lior, Mrs. Herr rescued us from our 
predicament by giving us two tickets 
for reserved seats. And whom do 
yon suppose sat next to us in those 
excellent seats f Governor Cox 
whom I WHS happy to meet ami 
who manifealed tnuoli interest in 
me. He was the speaker rf the 
evening and msde an eloquent ap¬ 
peal to the people of Dayton ask¬ 
ing their aid in ths worthy cause of 
helping the more than eighty thou¬ 
sand blind in the United Slates to 
helplhemsevles. 

Mrs. Cureton interpreted the en¬ 
tire program to me liy Auger spell¬ 
ing, at times I was almost hrealh- 
less wl«h Interest, partloiilarly when 
Mins Keller was ou the stage, I 
grew quite excited for I knew the 
moment was appruaoliing, when 
our hands would meet in conversa¬ 
tion. 

The story of lier life as piotured 
and Mrs. Maoy’s story following, 
were quite familiar to me, for I 
have read her story repeatedly in 
New York Point. 

When the program cloned, we 
went back on the stage wliete 
Helen and Mrs. Macy were waiting 
for IIS. (It in more polite to say 
Miss Keller, but I soinetiraes for¬ 
get, for I always think of her as 
Helen) 

Helen did not wait for a formal 
inlroduclion, but quickly grasped 
my baud squeezed and shook it 
heartily, and rapidly spelling in my 
band, " And thin is Leslie Oreu, I 
have often heard much almut you." 
I immediately replied in her band, 
" I am very happy to meet you, 
Miea Keller. I seem to have known

Studying and working. That I 
make reed baskets, trays, uihIb, 
vaees, etc. She said that she thought 
that splendid and wonderful, she 
said, “ Work Is the greatest thing 


in the world," but I think love of 
humanity combined with work 
creates the greatest amount of 
happiuess. 

When I told her that I had mas 
tered French unaided, aud could 
read and enjoy any Freuoh story 
obtainable in Braille, she was sur¬ 
prised aud delighted. She said she 
always greatly enjoys the French 
writers. Then I Jokingly said, oom 
ment vous portez vonaf" and she 
laughingly replied, “Je snistrea 
bieu. 'To have talked to her furth¬ 
er of things of much importance 
and common intetest would have 
given me great pleasure but the hour 
grew late and I feared she was muob 
fatigued, although she seemed as 
eager to continue our uonversrtion 
as I was 

Mrs. Macy, Helen’s teacher, said 
very kind things to me, and to Mrs. 
Cureton about me. She was agree¬ 
able surprised to bear me talk for 
she knows that I have bad very 
little training in ^ artioulation as 
compared to the years of training 
Helen has had. 

Certainly pleasant memories of 
this visit will temaiu with me a long 
time 

It seems to me that nothing could 
lie finer than the work Helen Keller 
is doing I WHS thinking last night 
that if I had been given her won¬ 
derful edneation advantages, I 
would love nothlug better than to 
lirighteu the lives of those darkened 
by blindueM. 

I have given you a minute ac¬ 
count of this event and this interest¬ 
ing meeting, for I knew you would 
enjoy all the details.
